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AUDITOR SAYS CITY IS [STABLE 9 

City Tearing Down 
Dilapidated Houses

Kristal Rogers with Berry & King- 
ton Auditors presented the city’s au¬ 
dit report at Monday night’s council 
meeting. Rogers said her firm gave the 
city a clean opinion. 

Dawson Springs basically had a 
break-even year, Rogers said, with 
revenues and expenditures meeting 
expectations. She described Dawson 
Springs as a “stable city” and said of¬ 
ficials had made “good decisions with 
the budget.” 

The audit report was accepted as 
presented. 

City Attorney Ben Leonard gave 
a dilapidated housing update. Title 
opinions have been run on the 10 most 
dilapidated properties and should be 
filed prior to the January meeting. 

A dilapidated house on Poplar 
Street is currently in the process of 
being torn down. A second property 
on Hall and Trim streets has been de¬ 
molished, and a house at 301 Mineral 
St. burned recently. The debris will be 
cleaned up by the owner. 

Leonard also reported on the cable 
franchise which is up for renewal. He 
has spoken with a contact person who 
is in the process of preparing a propos¬ 
al for an educational channel. 

The council approved appoint¬ 
ments to two local boards. 

Don Wilkey was reappointed to 
the Housing Authority Board for a 


four-year term of office expiring Nov. 
4, 2016. Dr. Herbert Chaney was re¬ 
appointed to the Airport Board, and 
Rusty Purdy was also appointed to the 
Airport Board. They will serve three- 
year terms expiring Dec. 31, 2015. 

In the mayor’s supplement, Mayor 
Jenny Sewell reported that Kentucky 
Department of Transportation rep¬ 
resentatives met with her and Trail 
Town co-chairwoman Rhonda Mills 
concerning the study of a pedestrian 
lane to run parallel and/or adjacent 
to Ky. 109 between Dawson Springs 
and the most northerly entrance to 
Pennyrile Forest State Resort Park. 

Sewell also commented on the suc¬ 
cess of the recent Christmas lighting 
ceremony and parade and the Shop 
with a Cop program, as well as the 
potluck dinner for city officials and 
employees. 

The mayor will attend the Ken¬ 
tucky League of Cities’ City Officials 
Academy Jan. 16-18 and asked as 
many council members as possible to 
join her. 

The final assessments for the Ken¬ 
tucky Trail Town study will be pre¬ 
sented at the Jan. 22 meeting of the 
Trail Town group to take place at 6:30 
p.m. in the council chambers. 

Sewell announced that Gov. Steve 
Beshear was set to be in Dawson 
Springs Wednesday for a transporta¬ 
tion announcement related to 1-69.

WILL REQUIRE lMHGTT DIALING 

Area Code 364 Will 
Overlay Existing 270 


A new area code 364 in Western 
Kentucky will occupy the same geo¬ 
graphic area as the current area code 
270, the Kentucky Public Service 
commission announced Monday. 

The overlay option is the least dis¬ 
ruptive for all customers and imposes 
the smallest cost on businesses in the 
area, the PSC said in its order. This is 
the first area code in Kentucky cre¬ 
ated by an overlay. Area code 270 was 
created in 1999 by splitting area code 
502. 

“This decision means that every¬ 


one who now has an area code 270 
phone number can keep that number,” 
PSC Chairman David Armstrong said. 
“The only thing that will change is that 
10-digit dialing will be required for 
local calls beginning in early 2014.” 

Ten-digit dialing means an area 
code must precede the seven-digit 
phone number for all local calls with¬ 
in the current area code 270 territory. 
Long-distance calls within area code 
270 will require 11-digit (1 plus area

SAFETY ISSUES WILL BE DISCUSMD WITH STAFF 

Highest Opinion Is Given To 
School System By Auditors

The Dawson Springs Independent 
School System received an unquali¬ 
fied opinion on its FY 11-12 audit 
report. This is the highest opinion 
that can be given, Jackie Nance with 
Alford, Nance and Jones told board 
members at Monday’s meeting. The 
auditing firm did not identify any ma¬ 
terial weakness in the financial state¬ 
ments. However, as in previous years, 
it was noted that the staff lacks the 
qualifications and training to prepare 
the financial statements. 

According to Nance, this is a com¬ 
mon problem with school districts 
which do not have an accountant to 
prepare the financial statements. The 
only way to solve the problem, she 
said, is to hire a CPA to prepare the 
statements to be audited by her firm. 


“I think the staff has done a very 
good job,” Nance said. “You did a 
good job with maintaining costs.” 

Saying there is “always room for 
improvements,” Nance made sugges¬ 
tions for consideration, such as mak¬ 
ing the person in charge of a fund¬ 
raiser responsible for completing the 
activity forms. She also recommended 
taking an annual inventory of all fixed 
assets. 

The treasurer’s report showed a 
balance of $1,411,961.99 at the end of 
November. The General Fund balance 
of $1,409,002.69 is $180,091.31 less 
than at this time last year. 

“We’re maintaining the best we 
can,” said board treasurer Jenny 
Bruce. 

The board approved 2013-2014 
nonresident student contracts with 
Hopkins, Caldwell, Christian, 
Muhlenberg and Webster counties. 


Members also approved Superinten¬ 
dent Charles Proffitt’s recommenda¬ 
tion to place the full amount of the 
SFCC offer of assistance for technolo¬ 
gy totaling $6,791 in escrow for three 
years. 

Ongoing fund-raisers were ap¬ 
proved for the Back to School Bash 
and for the senior class travel mug 
sale. 

In the elementary report, principal 
Jennifer Ward said MAP testing should 
be completed before the Christmas 
break. The annual Christmas play was 
scheduled for Tuesday, with each class 
in grades K through 6 making its own 
presentation. Classroom celebrations 
were to be held Tuesday afternoon. 
During Wednesday’s professional de¬ 
velopment, staff members were set to 
work on the Comprehensive School

Ten Die In Ten Crashes 
On State Roads Last Week 


Dr. Michael Clark Named 
President At Jennie Stuart 


Ten people died in 10 sepa¬ 
rate crashes on Kentucky roads 
from Dec. 10 through Dec. 16. 

One single-fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred in 
each of the following counties: 
Christian, Clay, Clinton, Da¬ 
viess, Fayette, Gallatin, Laurel, 
Scott and Wolfe. The victims 
in Daviess, Gallatin and Laurel 
counties were not wearing seat 
belts. 

One pedestrian was killed in 
Grant County. The suspected 
use of alcohol was involved. 

Through Dec. 16, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics indicate 709 


people have lost their lives on 
Kentucky roads during 2012. 
This is 10 more than reported 
for this time period in 2011. 

Of the 564 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 307 victims were not 
wearing seat belts. Of the 73 
motorcycle fatalities, 38 were 
not wearing helmets. Eleven 
of the 13 ATV fatalities were 
not wearing helmets. Fifty-two 
pedestrians, one scooter/moped 
rider and seven bicycle riders 
have been killed. A total of 128 
fatalities have resulted from 
crashes involving the suspected 
use of alcohol.

Pall forest fire hazard season 
officially ended Dec. 15, but offi¬ 
cials with the Kentucky Division 
of Porestry (KDP) continue to 
urge caution when conducting 
any kind of outdoor burning. 

“Recent precipitation has 
decreased the number of for¬ 
est fires in the last few days, 
but it only takes a few warm, 
dry days to create conditions 
favorable for fires; therefore, 
we continue to urge caution 
with outdoor burning,” said 
Leah MacSwords, director of 
the Division of Porestry. 

Since Jan. 1, 2012, KDP has 
suppressed 1,227 wildland fires 
that have burned 32,990 acres 
across the state. 

While arson continues to 
be the leading cause of wild¬ 
fires in Kentucky, the western 
and central regions of the state 
showed an overall increase in 
fire as a result of drought con¬ 
ditions this summer. 

Porestry officials report¬ 
ed the following numbers as 
causes for this year’s wildfires: 
828 arson fires, 187 debris fires 
and the remaining 212 fires 
were by a variety of causes 
such as, faulty equipment, 
vehicles or homes that burned, 
campfires and lightning. Offi¬ 
cials also noted that fire sup¬ 
pression was more difficult this 
year due to the accumulation of 
dead trees and limbs from the 
March tornados and from ice 
storm damage in 2009. 

To reduce the risks of wild¬ 
fire, forestry officials recom¬ 
mend that citizens be aware of 
fire hazard seasons, outdoor 
burning laws, campfire safety 
and precautions to take while 
burning woody debris. 

The following guidelines 
provided by the Kentucky Divi¬ 


sion of Porestry summarize the 
specifics of forest fire season: 

-Lire hazard seasons are 
enforced by KDP and occur in 
the fall from Oct. 1 to Dec. 15 and 
in the spring from Peb. 15 to April 
30. During these times, outdoor 
burning is illegal from 6 a.m. to 6 
p.m. in or within 150 feet of any 
woodland or bmshland. 

-In addition to fire hazard 
seasons, outdoor burning laws 
and restrictions such as air pol¬ 
lution regulations and county 
burn bans may also apply. Citi¬ 
zens should contact the Ken¬ 
tucky Division for Air Qual¬ 
ity for air pollution regulations 
and the local judge-executive’s 
office for possible county burn 
bans. 

-Safety precautions should 
always be taken into consid¬ 
eration when burning woody 
debris or using campfires. 
Weather conditions are a con¬ 
tributing factor in the num¬ 
ber and intensity of wildfires; 
therefore, outdoor burning 
should only occur when the 
wind is calm and humidity is 
high. Other precautions include 
keeping brush piles and camp¬ 
fires small and contained, keep¬ 
ing a supply of water and a 
shovel accessible and staying 
with the fire until it is com¬ 
pletely extinguished. 

Forest arson - the leading 
cause of wildfire in Kentucky 
- is a felony under state law 
(KRS 149.380) and is punish¬ 
able by up to five years in 
prison and/or up to $10,000 
in fines. Suspicious individu¬ 
als should be reported to KDF, 
local law enforcement officers 
or the Kentucky State Police. 
Citizens may also call the Tar¬ 
get Arson Hotline at 1-800-27- 
ARSON.

Eagle Watch Weekend Trips 


Now is the time for nature 
lovers to make plans for a 
Kentucky State Park tradition 
- Eagle Watch Weekends in 
January and February. 

The park system will spon¬ 
sor this wildlife-watching 
opportunity as bald eagles 
gather around the major lakes 
of Western Kentucky looking 
for food. The park tours allow 
you to observe and learn about 
these beautiful birds of prey. 

For four decades, the Ken¬ 
tucky State Parks have offered 
Eagle Watch Weekends, a 
chance to view the eagles from 
land and water and learn about 
the national symbol and other 
wildlife. 

The tours take place at three 
resort parks during weekends 
in January and February, on 
an excursion yacht and by van. 
They are led by state park natu¬ 
ralists and Department of Fish 
and Wildlife biologists. 

Ticket prices for the tours 
range from $25 to $50 a per¬ 
son. Most tours last from two 
to three and a half hours. The 
weekends also include an eve¬ 


ning program on birds of prey.

Dept. Of Revenue Sets 
Homestead Exemptions 


The maximum homestead 
exemption on real estate owned 
by qualified people has been 
set at $36,000 for the 2013 
and 2014 tax periods. The 
2013-2014 exemption reflects 
a $2,000 increase above the 
2011-2012 exemption of 
$34,000. 

The amount of the home¬ 
stead exemption is adjusted 
every two years in accordance 
with KRS 132.810 to compen¬ 
sate for changes in the pur¬ 
chasing power of the dollar. 
The exemption provided state 
and local property tax savings 
of approximately $171 million 


for more than 416,000 elderly 
or disabled Kentuckians during 
the 2012 tax year. 

To qualify for the homestead 
exemption, a person must be 
at least 65 years old during 
the tax period or must be clas¬ 
sified as totally disabled by 
any public or private retirement 
system. The property must also 
be owned, occupied and main¬ 
tained by the taxpayer as a 
personal residence on the Jan. 
1 assessment date. 

Applications for the home¬ 
stead exemption should be filed 
in the local Property Valuation 
Administrator’s office.

Last week’s column men¬ 
tioned an Andy Williams 
Christmas record by the wrong 
title.

With Christmas on the door¬ 
step, the tragedy in Newtown, 
Conn., last Friday left us all 
feeling empty, helpless and 
with such sorrow — almost at 
a loss for words. 

Of course, the first words 
out of the mouths (after the 
obligatory sorry, expressions of 
grief, etc.) of gun control advo¬ 
cates was how guns need to be 
regulated. 

Likewise for the NR A and 
champions of the Second 
Amendment except their words 
are that guns don’t kill people, 
people kill people. 

We’ve all heard all this rehe- 
toric for far too long. So long 


now that six-year-olds are be¬ 
ing killed, and we still cannot 
come to terms with how to deal 
with our country’s love affair 
(and hate) for guns. 

It seems now would be a 
very good time for both sides 
to agree that if anything is ever 
going to be accomplished to 
protect other six-year-olds at 
school, to protect movie goers, 
to protect temple worshipers, to 
protect older children at school, 
to protect employers and em¬ 
ployees, to protect shoppers at 
malls, and possibly to protect 
any and/or all of us, then we 
are going to have to figure out 
a way to keep certain guns out 
of the hands of certain people. 

I can think of no good rea¬ 
son for anyone to own a gun 
that can shoot 10 rounds a sec¬ 
ond. The only thing a gun like 
that is good for us to kill other 
people. 

Likewise, I can think of no 
good reason to keep hand guns 
and hunting rifles out of the 
hands of law-abiding citizens 
without a mental illness. 

And that’s where the tricky 
part comes in. 

There is no good reason for 
any family member to own 
or possess an assault weapon 
when another person who lives 
in that house has a mental ill¬ 
ness that could pose a danger to 
anyone. 

Many will disagree, but 
many will also agree, some¬ 
thing must be done about our 
country’s love affair with guns 
unless we want to see more and 
more travesties like the one last 
week at Sandy Hook Elemen¬ 
tary School. 

The NRA and those who 
oppose all guns should be 
ashamed. The first step to mak¬ 
ing us all safer is a compromise 
somewhere between the beliefs 
of both of those groups. 

After that we need to end 
this with some laughs (hopeful¬ 
ly) that you may not have heard 
(or don’t remember)...

One hundred-fifteen 
Christmases ago, in 1897, an 
eight-year-old girl, Virginia 
O’Hanlon of New York City, 
wrote The New York Sun about 
the existence of Santa Claus. 

The editor, Francis R 
Church, replied in the news¬ 
paper.

The letter and Church’s 
response follow. 

Dear Editor:

Is There A Safe 
Place In America? 


A “little country school,” is 
how one parent described it. 
“The safest place in America,” 
said a resident of the town. 

But now the people of New¬ 
town, Conn, knows what the 
rest of the country is learning. 
There is no safe place in Amer¬ 
ica, not a Connecticut elemen¬ 
tary school classroom, not an 
Oregon shopping mall, not a 
Sikh Temple in Wisconsin and 
not a Colorado cinema where 
excited moviegoers gathered to 
watch “Batman.” 

There is no safe place in 
America while the country 
remains awash in high-pow¬ 
ered firearms in the hands of 
individuals bent on senseless, 
massive slaughter. No place is 
safe as long as the voice of 
gun fanatics, represented by 
the National Rifle Association, 
drowns out the voice of the 
sane pleading for reasonable 
limits on access to high-pow¬ 
ered weapons of destruction. 

Friday, the horror hit Sandy 
Hook Elementary School in 
Newtown where a gunman 
opened fire on students as 
young as five years old, kill¬ 
ing 20 children and six adults 
before taking his own life. 
According to news reports: 

• Children huddled in school 
closets, hearing the screams of 
classmates over the intercom. 

• Parents rushed to the scene 
to witness state troopers carry¬ 
ing out children who appeared 
dead or critically injured. 

• Veteran firefighters broke 
down in tears upon entering the 
elementary school and seeing 
the slain and injured children 
and adults. 

• Children herded outside 
to safety were directed to hold 
hands and close their eyes as 
they passed through the car¬ 
nage. 

Just 10 days before Christ¬ 
mas, the latest mass shooting 
in a numbingly familiar series 
of such shootings unfolded in a 
small-town elementary school 
that became a scene of slaugh¬ 
ter. 

The typical expressions 
poured forth from public offi¬ 
cials: shock, grief, horror and 
sympathy for survivors. But 
absent from the discussion in 
the past has been support for 
reasonable limits on public 
access to firearms. 


An exception has been New 
York Mayor Michael Bloom¬ 
berg, a staunch supporter of 
gun control who this summer 
called out the two presidential 
candidates for utterly failing to 
address the issue following the 
Colorado theater shooting that 
killed 12. 

“Soothing words are nice, 
but maybe it’s time the two 
people who want to be presi¬ 
dent of the United States stand 
up and tell us what they are 
going to do about it because 
this is obviously a problem 
across the country,” he said. 

He was met with silence 
by the candidates, Republican 
Mitt Romney and Democrat 
Barack Obama, who later won 
re-election to a second term. 

But President Obama hinted 
at a change of attitude Fri¬ 
day when, clearly shaken, 
he addressed the media wip¬ 
ing tears from his eyes and at 
times, pausing to regain his 
composure. 

“Our hearts are broken 
today — for the parents and 
grandparents, sisters and broth¬ 
ers of these little children, and 
for the families of the adults 
who were lost,” he said. 

“As a country, we have been 
through this too many times. 
Whether it’s an elementary 
school in Newtown, or a shop¬ 
ping mall in Oregon, or a tem¬ 
ple in Wisconsin, or a movie 
theater in Aurora, or a street 
corner in Chicago — these 
neighborhoods are our neigh¬ 
borhoods, and these children 
are our children. And we’re 
going to have to come together 
and take meaningful action to 
prevent more tragedies like 
this, regardless of the politics.” 

The NRA and its supporters 
are rich, powerful and ruthless. 
But this country must tolerate 
such mass violence no longer. 

If there were ever a time for 
“meaningful action,” it is now. 

Let us hope this tragedy, 
the slaughter of small children 
and their teachers in “the safest 
place in America,” at last will 
move will move the President 
and the rest of the country to 
take meaningful action against 
the scourge of gun violence 
that has left no safe place in 
this country.

School Board Hears Principals’ Reports

Improvement Plan and the Pro¬ 
gram Review midyear check. 

Junior-senior high principal 
Kevin Stockman told board 
members his staff will be ana¬ 
lyzing data Wednesday to de¬ 
termine how improvements can 
be made in any areas of weak¬ 
ness. Other topics on the agen¬ 
da include safety and security, 
positive behavior and response 
to intervention. Stockman also 
commented on the many suc¬ 
cessful school activities during 
the past month and announced 
that the high school cheerlead¬ 
ers won the regional champion¬ 
ship Saturday and will partici¬ 
pate in the state competition. 

Before the superintendent’s 
report, Proffitt requested a mo¬ 
ment of silence to remember 
the Sandy Hook Elementary 
School students and staff who 


lost their lives and the many 
families whose lives have been 
altered by the tragedy in Con¬ 
necticut. 

Proffitt said he will begin 
talking with staff Wednesday 
morning about safety issues. 

“They know where weak¬ 
nesses lie in each building,” 
he said, adding that he has had 
several phone calls from par¬ 
ents who have shared valuable 
information. 

The staff will consider mul¬ 
tiple possibilities for making 
the buildings safer and will 
work in small groups to put the 
ideas in place. 

“We want to make sure 
everyone knows we’re safe,” 
Proffitt said. 

A working session for board 
members will be scheduled in 
January to prepare the Compre¬ 
hensive District Improvement 
Plan which must be submitted 


electronically in February. 

Proffitt said he has sub¬ 
mitted a grant application for 
funds to replace all alcohol- 
based cleaning supplies. 

As a result of the response 
to intervention program, Prof¬ 
fitt said, high school special 
education numbers have de¬ 
clined. 

The personnel report in¬ 
cluded Cinita Eison’s return to 
work Nov. 27 and the resigna¬ 
tion of high school math teach¬ 
er Jessica Cooper. The position 
has been posted, and some on¬ 
line applications have already 
been received. 

At 5 p.m. Jan. 20 a nutrition 
public hearing will take place 
prior to the regularly scheduled 
board meeting. Since January 
is School Board Recognition 
Month, a reception will also 
be held in honor of the board 
members.

code plus number) dialing, 
like any long-distance call to 
outside the area. Ten-digit di¬ 
aling will also be required for 
all calls where local calling ar¬ 
eas span the boundary between 
area code 270 and adjoining 
area codes. 

With more than a year until 
final implementation, there will 
be ample time for a smooth tran¬ 
sition that will allow everyone to 
become familiar with the new di¬ 
aling rules, Armstrong said. 

The PSC noted in its order 
that public comments received 
in the case overwhelmingly fa¬ 
vored an overlay. The other op¬ 
tion was to split area code 270 
and designate a portion as area 
code 364, with both landline 
and wireless customers in the af¬ 
fected portion required to change 
their area code as a result. 

“Public opinion has shifted 
dramatically in the six years 


since the PSC last considered 
this matter,” Armstrong said. 
“It appears that the public is 
much less concerned about 
10-digit dialing than about the 
possibility of having to change 
phone numbers.” 

In selecting an overlay, the 
PSC noted that it has become 
the preferred method for creat¬ 
ing new area codes. Overlays 
pose the fewest technical issues 
for implementation by an in¬ 
creasingly complex telecommu¬ 
nication industry, the PSC said. 

Overlays have been used for 
all but one of the last 24 area 
codes created nationwide. 

The Kentucky PSC was 
formally notified in April of 
the need for a new area code 
by the North American Num¬ 
bering Plan Administrator, the 
agency that distributes blocks 
of phone numbers to providers 
and tracks number exhaustion 
in area codes. 

“The need for a new area 


code is driven largely by de¬ 
mand for new numbers associ¬ 
ated with wireless devices but 
also is suggestive of increasing 
economic activity,” Armstrong 
said. 

A permissive dialing period 
is intended both as a transition 
period to the new dialing pat¬ 
terns and as an opportunity for 
private telephone systems to 
be reprogrammed and tested 
in preparation for mandatory 
10-digit dialing. 

Mandatory 10-digit dial¬ 
ing will go into effect Feb. 1, 
2014. At that point, calls using 
the current dialing rules will no 
longer be connected. 

The first numbers using area 
code 364 may be assigned be¬ 
ginning March 3, 2014. Area 
code 270 numbers can be as¬ 
signed after that date, but their 
availability will depend on how 
many remain in the inventory 
of each individual service pro¬ 
vider.

and those with area code 364, 
10-digit dialing will be re¬ 
quired for all local calls within 
the overlay. 

5. Ten-digit dialing also will 
be required for local calls into 
or out of the overlay in those 
areas that now allow seven¬ 
digit local calling across the 
area code 270 boundary. 

6. Ten-digit dialing means 
dialing the area code before 


dialing the number itself — 
for example: 270-555-1212 or 
364-555-1212. 

7. Long-distance calls 
within the overlay will require 
11-digit (1-plus) dialing, just as 
long distance calls to other area 
codes do now. 

8. A transition period, 
known as permissive dialing, 
will begin on Aug. 3, 2013, 
and end on Jan. 31, 2014. Dur¬ 
ing that time, local calls can be 
made using either seven-digit 


or 10-digit dialing. 

9. On Feb. 1, 2014, 10-digit 
dialing for local calls will be¬ 
come mandatory in the area 
code 270/364 territory. 

10. Numbers with area code 
364 may be distributed begin¬ 
ning March 3, 2014. Telecom¬ 
munication service providers 
may continue to distribute 270 
numbers for as long as they 
have any remaining in their in¬ 
ventories.

How to adjust from 
being The Man, into a (what?) role 
player. 

Against Lipscomb, Archie Good¬ 
win appeared to accept he is not 
Dwyane Wade; Kyle Wiltjer knows 
his stand-and-shoot freebies from the 
perimeter are over until opponents are 
convinced Alex Poythress is Terrence 
Jones. 

Nerlens Noel is finding rhythm; 
Ryan Harrow, a groove; and Jarrod 
Poison, a new role, from people’s 
choice to glue factor. 

Next, Marshall should give Ken¬ 
tucky a reasonable test. Maybe a how¬ 
to in physical play. Point of interest: 
Will Alex Poythress ignore the “who 
me?” reaction to foul calls, skip the 
pout, and go get the ball? 

Footnote. If Calipari’s out-of¬ 


coaching-box antics continue, the 
coach will cost Kentucky a technical 
foul, a crucial possession, even a win 
down the road. Ever more frequently 
as he rails at his players and/or the 
officials, Calipari wanders beyond the 
sideline coach’s box, and at times 
onto the playing floor. 
WESTERN-PETRINO 

Western Kentucky’s hiring Bob 
Petrino is disappointing. Morally, it’s 
a poor choice. 

Financially, the gamble is a big 
name on coach office door, however 
long it stays, and profits for Hilltop- 
per athletics. (Note: Ticket price hike, 
wait for it.) 

As director of athletics Todd Stew¬ 
art adjusts the feather in his cap, it 
seems folly to believe WKU becomes 
a bigger player in college sports 
because of this coach. 

The optimist view is Western is 
taking one step back to take two Steps 
forward — later. 

Petrino’s contract with Hilltopper 
football is (coach) history repeating 
itself. In 1989 Rick Pitino’s alliance 
(not allegiance) with C.M. Newton 
and Kentucky basketball was what it 
was, a stepping stone (to the Celtics). 

Track record proves Petrino will be 
no more dedicated to Bowling Green 
than he was to Louisville, Atlanta or 


Fayetteville. 

Let us hope then, Western’s ath¬ 
letic bank account is flush with cash, 
when the football transitions begin. 
MURRAY-WESTERN 

Among college basketball’s most 
entertaining games so far is Western 
Kentucky at Murray State. The 75-70 
final was a Murray State home win 
more than a WKU loss. 

Murray’s Isaiah Canaan demon¬ 
strated his All-American qualities 
again as he’s a superb leader and 
uncanny shooter in a game’s last five 
minutes. This is not last season’s Rac¬ 
ers, but fans who like it hot, would do 
well to have tickets for Murray games 
with Eastern Kentucky, Morehead 
State and Belmont. 

Western? The defense was good 
enough to win at Murray. The offense, 
without starters T.J. Price and Jamal 
Crook and with no help from Kevin 
Kaspar, faltered. With dates at VCU 
and Louisville in Nashville coming 
up, offense is fixable.

State Wildlife Comisssion Proposes Hunting Changes

The Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission at its 
quarterly meeting Dec. 7 pro¬ 
posed removing the elk hunt¬ 
ing unit system for the 2013- 
2014 elk seasons. Commission 
members also voted to modify 
deer hunting regulations on 
select wildlife management 
areas (WMAs) along with 
some small game regulations. 

The commission recommends 
all hunting, fishing and boating 
regulations for approval by the 
General Assembly and approves 
all expenditures by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. All recommendations 
must be approved by legislators 
before they become law. 

In elk-related business effec¬ 
tive for the 2013-2014 elk sea¬ 
son, the commission proposed 
removing the elk hunt unit sys¬ 
tem and creating three limited 
entry areas (LEAs). Hunters not 
drawn to hunt in a limited entry 
area could hunt anywhere else 
within the 16-county elk res¬ 
toration zone where they have 
permission to do so. 


The restriction that only two 
other persons could assist a drawn 
elk hunter will be removed. The 
elk lottery application start date 
will move to Jan. 1, beginning 
with the 2014 elk season. 

In other elk-related business, 
the commission will replace the 
three-day youth-only elk hunt 
on Paul Van Booven WMA in 
Breathitt County with a youth 
hunt of 10 hunters who may hunt 
the elk restoration zone (outside 
the LEAs) for all elk seasons. 
The commission also proposed 
an amendment to the elk hunt¬ 
ing regulations allowing a drawn 
hunter to participate the follow¬ 
ing year if a death in the imme¬ 
diate family prevents the hunter 
from participating in the elk hunt 
for which the person was drawn. 

In deer-related business, the 
commission recommended sev¬ 
eral changes to public land deer 
hunting on wildlife manage¬ 
ment areas. These changes will 
not affect the current hunting 
seasons, but will be effective 
for the 2013-2014 deer seasons: 

-On Miller-Welch Central 
Kentucky WMA in Madison 
County, the archery deer sea¬ 
son will now run from Monday 


through Thursday from the first 
Saturday in September through 
Dec. 17, then daily for the 
remainder of the season. Pre¬ 
viously, archery deer hunters 
could only hunt on Wednes¬ 
days during the early period. 
Crossbows will be allowed for 
deer hunting when allowed by 
statewide seasons on this area. 

-On Taylorsville Lake 
WMA in Spencer, Anderson 
and Nelson counties, hunters 
will be able to earn up to four 
preference points, one for each 
female deer checked in during 
the antlerless only quota hunt. 

-The 15-inch outside 
spread antler restriction will 
be removed from Higginson- 
Henry WMA in Union County 
and Beaver Creek WMA in 
McCreary and Pulaski counties. 

-On Redbird WMA in 
Clay and Leslie counties, only 
archery and crossbow hunting 
will be allowed for deer. 

-On Paul Van Booven 
WMA, the vehicle restriction 
after dark and the deer quota 
hunts are removed. The area 
will be open to statewide regu¬ 
lations for all deer seasons. 

- The October deer muzzle- 


loader season will now be open 
on Clay WMA in Nicholas, 
Bath and Fleming counties. 

-The mobility impaired deer 
hunts will alternate annually from 
Zilpo or Twin Knobs Camp¬ 
grounds on Cave Run Lake, 
instead of on both campgrounds 
simultaneously. 

In small game-related busi¬ 
ness, the commission recom¬ 
mended allowing .25-caliber air 
rifles to take small game for the 
2013-14 season. They also pro¬ 
posed allowing an experimental 
hunting framework for bobwhite 
quail on the Sinclair Tract of Pea¬ 
body WMA, beginning with the 
2013-14 season. This would allow 
biologists to learn more about 
quail harvest thresholds. During 
the statewide quail hunting season 
next year, hunters could use this 
tract from 8 a.m. to 3 p.m. from 
Monday through Saturday, but 
will have to check in daily at the 
Peabody WMA office. They will 
also have their hunter harvest logs 
visible in the windshield of their 
vehicle and fill them out upon 
check-out from the area. 

The next Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission meeting 
will be held March 8, 2013.

To Your Good Health

Surviving on Thin Air 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
Our 37-year-old daughter 
lives in Denver. She took her 
younger sister skiing where 
the altitude was 11,800 feet. 
Our younger daughter lives in 
Toronto, where the altitude is 
250 feet. She felt discomfort or 
worse at the higher level. 

Is it safe for an unacclima¬ 
tized person to travel to such 
an altitude abruptly? How best 
should one treat altitude sick¬ 
ness? Are there potentially any 
serious or lasting effects of alti¬ 
tude sickness? — P and H.M. 

ANSWER: At high altitudes 
the pressure of oxygen in the 
atmosphere drops, so less gets 
into the blood. Most healthy 
people can tolerate altitudes 
of 5,000 feet (1,500 meters) 
to 8,000 feet (2,400 meters) 
without difficulty. Older people 
and people with heart and lung 
disease might become short of 
breath at such heights. 

An unacclimatized person, 
trying to function at 8,000 feet 
(2,400 meters) or more, can 
run into trouble if the person 
doesn’t make the ascent slowly. 
Above 8,000 feet, people should 
not ascend more than 1,000 feet 
a day without returning to a 
lower altitude to sleep. They 
can continue to go higher if they 
descend 1,000 feet each night to 
sleep. They will know they are 


pushing too fast if a moderate 
amount of activity leaves them 
breathless and bushed. 

Acute mountain sickness, a 
formidable illness, occurs to 
unacclimatized people in the 
first six to 24 hours at a given 
height. People become short of 
breath, dizzy, have a dry cough 
and are nauseated. They often 
have a headache. 

High-altitude pulmonary 
edema, an even more serious 
illness and an emergency, fills 
the lungs with fluid. People 
cough, and the cough’s mucus 
is pink or bloody. These people 
have to be taken quickly to a 
lower altitude, and personnel 
experienced in the treatment of 
this condition have to manage 
definitive treatment. 

People who fully recover 
from either usually don’t have 
permanent damage. They are 
vulnerable to a second episode, 
however. 

Your daughter can protect 
herself on her next visit by 
slowly ascending and by tak¬ 
ing Diamox. It’s a mild diuretic 
that affords good protection 
against altitude sickness. 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: I 
have developed an unquench¬ 
able thirst, which makes me 
drink water all the time. As a 
result, I have to spend a lot of 
time in the bathroom urinating. 
Can a person drink too much 


water? — A.C. 

ANSWER: A person can 
drink too much water, but that’s 
a very rare situation. A more 
likely explanation of what’s 
happening to you is diabetes. 

Excessive thirst, drinking 
water nonstop to satisfy the 
thirst and the resulting need to 
urinate frequently are signs of 
diabetes. You must see a doc¬ 
tor soon. 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
Can you get ringworm from 
eating too much candy? Is 
there any relationship between 
not keeping the body clean and 
ringworm? I have been told 
that both can cause it. — Z.C. 

ANSWER: Neither causes 
it. Ringworm is a fungal infec¬ 
tion. The infection can spring 
up on the head, the body, the 
hands or the feet (athlete’s 
foot). The fungus is picked up 
from someone else or from 
inanimate objects like the floor 

of a shower room.

Occasionally, a player has the 
opportunity to make a play that is 
so unusual, it raises the question 
of how anyone might be smart 
enough to think of it when the 
moment of truth is at hand. But 
bridge is a game of logic, and in 
many cases it is possible to arrive 
at the winning action through a 
process of logical thought. 

Consider this deal where West, 
defending against three notrump, 
led the king and another heart 
to East’s ace. East returned the 
deuce of hearts to South’s queen, 
whereupon West — a player hith¬ 
erto known to be of sound mind 
— discarded the ace of clubs! 
As a result, declarer went down 
one. The best he could do was to 
score three spades, a heart, three 


diamonds and a club. 

Had West discarded a spade 
or a diamond instead of the ace 
of clubs, South would no doubt 
have made four notrump by lead¬ 
ing a club to dummy’s king at 
trick four (if East had the ace, 
the contract could not be made). 
A second round of clubs, col¬ 
lecting East’s queen and West’s 
ace, would then have established 
the suit. 

West’s extraordinary dis¬ 
card was well-conceived. He 
read East’s return of the deuce 
of hearts from the 9-8-7-2 (all 
equals at this point) as a sig¬ 
nal suggesting an honor card in 
clubs. 

This was in accordance with 
the suit-preference convention by 
which a low-card return indicates 
interest in a lower-ranking suit, 
while a high-card return — the 
nine, say — would denote interest 
in a higher-ranking suit. 

Once East had, by inference, 
denied interest in spades or dia¬ 
monds, the ace-of-clubs discard 
became logical since it would 
allow East to gain the lead with 
the queen of clubs to collect his 
remaining hearts. West simply 
had to realize that in this deal, the 
ace of clubs was not an asset but 
a liability that had to be quickly 
disposed of.
